A CORRESFONDENT writes to us complaining 
of the charga of $1 made by the Commit- 
teo of the Victoria Recreation Club for the 
Smoking Concert to bo beld in the Gyrua- 
sium next week, Ho points out that the 
Smoking Concert Club charges only $2 for 
the season. At Grat sight it certainly looks 
as if the charge for the Recrestion Olub 
‘amoker’ is too high, but it must bo borve 
in mind that whereas the Smoking Concert 
Olub can carry op with very little oxpeuse 
and has no object in accumulating funds, 
the V.R.O. is ina chronic state of poverty 
aod [a spparently holding these amoking con- 
corts ppaamodically for the purpose of ‘ rais- 
ing the wind.’ When the accounts are pub- 
lished for the yoar it will be found that 
more money has been spent on structural 
alterations at the Gymnasium and Bost- 
house and upon the provision of facilities for 
bathers than in former’years, and it is with 
the laudable object of obtaining money to 
meet this expenditure (whatever may be the 
diversity of opinion amongst the membars 
as to the wisdom of entoring upon somo of 
it) that so high » chargo is made for admis- 
sion to the concert. If there is a feeling 
amongst the members of the V.R.C. that 
the charge is too high, the Committee may 
consider it advisable to make a reduction.

IN CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 
(Before His Honour Mr Fielding Clarke, 
Chief Justice). 
ALLEGRE APPLICATION OF FALSE TRADE 
MARES TO TEA. 
Li Chon, trader, was-charged (1) with 
applying to 512 chests of taaon 25th July 
last a falae trade mark, and (2) with having 
in his possession for aale or for purposes of 
trae 612 choats of tea to which a false 
trade mark was applied. 
The prosecution was conducted by Mr J. 
J. Francis, QO. {instructed by Mr C 
Ewen), and the accused was dofendad by 
Mr E. Robinson (instructed by Mr H. L. 
Donnys), 

Beforo the accusod pleaded, Mr ‘Robiu- 
son took a technical objection to the indict- 
meant and asked his Lordship either to 
order ita amendment or to quash the in- 
dicttnont, He maintained that the parti- 


‘to enable the accused to mike his dofence. 

His Lordship thought Mr Francis should 
insert in the indictment details of the par- 
ticulars of the false trade description com- 
plained of. 

The accused pleaded not guilty ; and tha 
following special jary was empannelled :— 
MesarsG. B. Dodweil, ©. Oohen, Faller- 
ton Henderson, G. ©. Andorson, A. 
Donison, R. Cooko, and L. Mendel. 

Mr Francis, in opening the case, said the 
very great development of manufacturing 
industry of late years and the very keer 
competition betwoen manufactorers and 
merchants has led to the comparativel re 
cent addition to tho ctiminsl Iaw of the 
country for the protection of trade marks, 
which were formally under the protection 
of tho civil law. In 1887.0 law wae pansod 
moking it o crimioul offence to misapply 
the trade mark of a firm. Quite 
rocently the provisions of that Act 
had beon extended so as to include oll trade 
descriptions aud to make tho application of 
fulso trade descriptiuns a criminal offence. 
As late as 1890 that latter extension of the 
law was intr:daced into this Colony, and 
this was tha first prosecution in this Court 
under (he provisions of that (¢rdinance, 
This was what was called a private prosecu- 
tino, because the prosecution was made on 
! the appliqation of tbe persou whe thought 
| bimself injared, end he thought it was o 
caso for criminal proscoution rather than 
fur redress ina civil action, The complain- 
ant, Cau Yu Ting, was master of the Kwong 
Yau Tai, domg business in H-mgkoog, and 
he also represented the Chau [au Shui 
which had carried on business for thirty 
years ia Honam, Kwangtung Province of 
China. Thisftm dida largeexpor! trade with 
Porn, Bevana, and the countries of South 
America, a trade which was valued at 
something like $40,000 a yeor, and in 
which tney bad obtaiued a considerable re- 
patation. In the course of their trade they 
had been in the hubit of putting up their 
tea in chosts and packnges of a cerlai» 
description, which Mr Francis described in 
detail, pointing out the similarity of the 
chegts, packagos and wrappers between the 
poods seized at 78 Praya Wost op 26th 
July last and those of the complajoant. 
The seizure was made by Inspector Stanton, 
The promiacs where the tea was seized can. 
sigted of tuo floors abovo ap entry, 
In the first floor, fitted up as an ot- 
dinary Chinese placo of business, he 
found the defendant who said he was not 
the patson mentioned iu tho warrant, that 
he was not the master of the place, and was 
only conducting the business for his master 
who ‘carried on a large business at the 
villspe of Satow in Honam. On the second 
floor bo found ‘mon busily at work dry- 
ing and packing tea. Thora were 
612 borss and a large quantity of 
joose tea and tea im paper packages. 


Eyidence was led, and the case stands 
adjourned till to-morrow morning,

dote for president, This programme will 
be opposed by the conservative party, whose 
merabers are said to be ready to age arma 
at the polls to influenca tho voting, 
Several citizens of Honduras, who intended 
leaving Nigaragua, wore arrested in Corinto 
on Angust ith, jast og they were about t 
embark on the steamer San Biay.’ ;
